The Goodwins of Harbison County, West Virginia. 

The Pension Office records show that John Goodwin was born in 
1762 in Montgomery county, Md., and enlisted from Harrison 
county, Va., in 1778, aged sixteen. He is said to have had a 
younger brother Edward, who lived in Harrison county; and it is 
also asserted that Zadock Goodwin, who married Mary Winters, 
was not a son of this John. These facte indicate that several 
brothers, some very young, were living in Harrison county in 1778, 
and presumably their parents had come with them from Mont- 
gomery county, Md. They seem not to have been related to the 
John and Joseph, Appendix C. 

John Goodwin was born, 1762, in Montgomery county, Md. ; 
was married to Elizabeth Webb. By occupation he was a farmer. 
They resided in Harrison county, W. Va. He enlisted from Har- 
rison county in 1778, and served in Capt. William Lother's com- 
pany of Virginia in 1778-80, and in Capt. Joseph Gregory's com- 
pany until 1782. He was pensioned in 1833, then residing in 
Harrison county. Children: i. Zadock, married Mary Winters; 
ii. John, born January 30, 1799, married Sarah Bartlett; iii. Wil- 
liam, married Nancy McDonald; iv. George, married, first Ingalby 
Bartlett; second, Surrepta Lang; third, Helen Vandegraft; v. 
Elizabeth, married Miner Clevenger; vi. Margaret, married Hum- 
phrey Faris; vii. Zepporah, married Samuel Chidister; viii. Com- 
fort, married Samuel Cleavinger; ix. Nancy, married John Bart- 
lett; x.

Zadock Goodwin (John) was married October 15, 1818, at Mid- 
dleville, Harrison county, by Jesse H. Goss, to Mary Winters, 
who was born October 10, 1803, in Harrison county, a daughter of 
Matthias and Martha (Johnson) Winters. By occupation he was a 
farmer, in politics a Democrat, and in religion a Baptist. They re- 
sided on Beards Bun until in 1852, removing in the spring of the 
year to Lewis county, and in the fall of the same year they moved 
to Jackson county, where he died June 1, 1855. She died October 
21, 1879. Children: i. Matthias W., born March 2, 1820, married 
Amanda Britton; ii. John E., born January 14, 1822, married, 
first, Mary Curry; second, Mrs. Er.U Stone; iii. Emily Adaline, 
born August 8, 1824, married John Kayser; iv. Martha M., born 
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July 20, 1826, married Thomas Maddox ; v. Webb Granville, born 
May 3, 1828, married Sarah Cleavenger; vi. Joseph J., born July 
4, 1830, married Edith Cookman; vii. Sarah Ann, born February

June 22, 1834, married Barbara Casto ; ix. Elizabeth A., born July 
14, 1837, died before she was ten years ; x. Martin Van Buren, born

Maddox; xi. James W., born March 13, 1842, died when about 
twelve or thirteen ; xii. Hiram, born June 3, 1844, married Ann 
Eliza Holt; xiii. George W., born February 21, 1847, married 
Sarah Cookman. (The above were given by Webb Goodwin, of 
Barbour county, W. Va. There is not a particle of doubt as to 
the grandfather of the above children. Zed's father's name was 
John Goodwin.) 

•John Goodwin (John) was born January 30, 1799, in Virginia ; 
was married June 2, 1825, to Sarah Bartlett, who was born Feb- 
ruary 12, 1809, a daughter of Eppa and Rebecca (Barnes) Bartlett. 
By occupation he was a farmer and teacher, in politics a Republi- 
can, and in religion a Methodist. They resided in Harrison county. 
Sarah (Bartlett) Goodwin died September 3, 1874, in Harrison 
county, W. Va. John Goodwin died July 28, 1880, in Harrison 
county. Children: i. Rebecca, born May 2, 1827, unmarried; ii. 
Elizabeth T., born November 14, 1829, married Alfred St. Clair ; iii. 
Nancy J., born March 8, 1831, married Elias Lawson ; iv. Mary, 
born October 20, 1832, married Nathan L. Bartlett; v. Sarah, 
born June 15, 1834, married James Bartlett ; vi.

Eppa D. Goodwin (John, John) was born June 19, 1843, in 
Harrison county, W. Va. ; was married November 15, 1866, in 
Harrison county, by Rev. Mr. Day, to Marrietta Lang, who was 
born September 13, 1846, in Harrison county, a daughter of 
Lemuel and Surrepta (Bartlett) Lang. By occupation he was a 
farmer, in politics a Republican, and in religion a Methodist Pro- 
testant. They reside at Bridgeport, W. Va. (1897). Elmer For- 
rest Goodwin is a member of the class of '98 W. V. U. and is 
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prominent in Y. M. C. A. work. Children : i. Cleophas M., born

October 14, 1861, in Bridgeport, a daughter of Zachariah and 
Louise (Haley) Wiseman. By occupation he was a farmer, in 
politics a Eepublican, and in religion a Methodist Protestant. 
They resided near Tyrconnell Mines, W. Va., where he died Octo- 
ber 20, 1883. Children : i. Jessie Maud, born December 26, 1878, 
married Virgil E. Frum ; ii. Daisy Virginia, born May 7, 1881 ; iii. 
Flora May, born October 21, 1882. 

William Goodwin (John) was married to Nancy McDonald.

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Gabriel Goodwin (Edward) was born about 1810 near Simpson, 
Taylor county, W. Va. ; was married, first, in 1841, at Simpson, to 
Sarah Wyckoff, who was born in Hampshire county, W. Va., a daugh- 
ter of William and Mary (Shillingburg) Wyckoff. He married, sec- 
ond, Rachel Whithair. By occupation he was a farmer, in politics 
a Republican and in religion a Baptist. He resided in Taylor 
county, where he died about 1882 from injuries received by a fall. 
Mrs. Rachel (Whithair) Goodwin resides (1897) near Simpson. 
Children by first wife : i. James L., born August 16, 1842, mar- 
ried, first, Philena A. Robinson ; second, Dora B. Selney ; ii.

By occupation he was a farmer, in 
politics a Republican and in religion a Baptist. He resided in 
Marion county, W. Va., and near Peoria, 111. Children by first 
wife: i. Okey, born January 30, 1873, resides in Flemington, W. 
Va. ; ii. child died in infancy. Children by second wife : iii. Parke, 
born 1879 ; iv. Milley, born 1881 ; v. Iva, born 1883.

The Goodwins op St. Mary's County, Maryland. 

This family, starting from St. Mary's county, opposite Westmore- 
land county, Va., has passed into Northern Maryland, Northeastern 
Virginia, and then westward into the Central States. 

It is suggested that it may be a part of the descendants of Major 
James Goodwin, who owned land in Westmoreland county. 

Thomas Goodwin resided in St. Mary's county, and possibly in 
Calvert county, Md. Accompanied by his eldest son, name un- 
known, he sailed for England about 1786, and both were lost at 
sea. It is a family tradition that Thomas was going to look after 
some property interests, and that a Bartholomew Goodwin was 
perhaps an ancestor.
